IV/I  ANY  of  you  who  will  use  this  book  may  wonder  why  we  think  so  much  o(  these  Haas,  which  •...>•  will  try  to  copy,  > 

what  they  mean.  They  are  not  mere  decorations  (or  our  streets  and  houses,  or  (or  our  ships,  i  in  thej  mr.w  very  much  lo 
us.  and  in  times  part  they  have  often'cost  the  lives  of  our  soldiers  very  dearly.  The  colours  ol  our  army,  as  the\  are  railed,  were 
guarded  as  their  most  precious  possessions,  and  to  lose  one  of  them  in  battle  was  a  calamity  to  (he  regiment  which  k.rr  it.  In  olden 
times-  far  back  in  our  history  -armies  were  not  enlisted  as  they  are  now.  but  the  barons  and  feudal  lords  of  the  soil  brought 
into  the  field  their  own  followers,  and  it  was  necessary  that  these  followers  should  know  where  their  particular  leader  or  leudal 
lord  was.  in  the  midst  of  the  conflict :  hence  eacli  one  bore  his  standard,  or  flag,  which  was  emblazoned  with  his  arms,  and  in  this 
way  the  men  could  distinguish  their  own.  leader,  and  rally  to  his  colours  or  standard.  Over  all.  of  course,  was  the  royal 
standard  of  the  king.  This  was -  not  the  national  flag  of  the  country',  but  the  royal  standard  of  the  king  himself,  bearing  his 
own  arms.  If  you  will  look  at  the  picture  of  the-  royal  standard  of  our  king,  you  will  see  that  it  is  divided  into  four  quarters,  the 
first  and  fourth  of  these  bearing  the  old  royal  arms  of  the  English  kings,  three  lions  on  a  red  ground  [or  held  as-  it  is  cal.edj ; 
the  second  quartering  bears  the  lion  of  Scotland,  on  a  yellow  (or  golden)  ground  ;  and  the  third  the  harp  of  Lnn  vlrclandl  on  a 
blue  ground     Thus  the  royal  standard  represents  these  three  countries  which  form  the  United  Kingdoms 

The  national  flag,  or  Union  Jack,  in  the  same  way.  represents  these  three  countries:  the  upright  red  cross  or  St.  Weorge 
(England),  the  saltire  or  X  shaped  white  cross  of  St-  Andrew  (Scotland),  and  the  red  cross  of  St  Patnck  of  t.ie  same  shipv. 
When  these  are  combined  in  one  design  in  our  national  flag,  the  white  X  cross  of  Scotland  can  only  lie  shown  as  a  white  >or  er 
to  the  red  cross  of  St.  Patrick  ■  and  as  our  English  cross. ol  St'.  George  was  on  a  white  ground,  we  have  to  indicate  this  by  a  narrow 
white  border  to  the  upright  cross.  You  must  therefore  always  be  careful,  in  copying  the  Union  Jack,  to  show  these  white  borders, 
which  help  to  make  up  "the  red.  white  and  blue"  of  which  we  make  our  boast. 

We  have  three  Hags,  called  ensigns,  in  which  the  Union  Jack  occupies  the  top  left-hand  corner,  the  rest  ol 'the  .flag 
being  made  up  of  plain  bunting  of  either  red.  white  or  blue.  The  White  Ensign  ..  the  flag  of  .the  Royal  Navy,  and  has  the 
red  cross  of  St.  George  over  all.  The  Red  Ensign  is  used  by  our  merchant  ships,  and  the  Blue  Ensign  by  the  Naval  Keserve  two 
of  our  Dominions.  Canada  and  South  Africa,  use  the  Red  Ensign,  in  each  case,  with  their  own  special  device  added.  Australia  uses, 
the  Blue  Ensign,  with  the  addition  of  the  Stars  which  form  the  Southern  Cross. 

'  Whin  the  Union  Jack  is  used  as  the  colours  of  a  regiment,  it  is  of  silk,  with  gold  fringe  and  other -enrichments,  lhe 
regimental  colours  are  not  now  earned  when  our  army  is  at  war.  but  are  carefully  treasured,  and  salute-  on  occasion. of  nation* 
S  during  times  of  peace.  -Trooping  the  Colours"  is  a  very  mteresting  and  picturesque  ceremony.  When  the  colon  ,  of  a  regi- 
E5  r-pUced  by  new  ones,  (he  old  Hags  are  reverently  placed  in  cathedra.!,  or  parish  churches  assocated  with  die  particular  regiment 
Curiously  enough,  the  national  flags  of  our  brave  allies  are  nearly  all  made  up,  like  our  own.  of  lli.ee  colouis,  but  ai.-uwe-l 
.in  .trips  and  not  in  a  device  like  that  of  the  Union  Jack.-  France  has  the  red.  wmte  and  blue.  Belgium  has  black  yellov, 
and  red  J  and  the  Hag  of  the  Russian  merchant  service  ,s  a  tricolour  running  horizontally  from  the  (Uj-sia,.  white,  u.  an  c  . 
Russian  naval  Hag  is  of  whit,-,  bearing  a  blue  saltire  cross,  shaped  like  those  of  St.  Andrew  utd  St.  rMtrick. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  PAINTING. 


E  fallowing  instructions  will  be  helpful  lo  the  young  artist :  orte  example  is  given,  and  the  same  methods 
tauld  be  adopted  in  painting  all  the  others.     EXAMPLE — Royal  Standard.    Page  2. 

First  mix  a  little  paint  to  match  yellow  in  copy.  Then  take  a  soft  brush  filled  with  this  colour,  and  start 
lint  at  top  of  flag  from  left  lo  right,  and  cover  the  whole  flag  except  the  blue  part.  Allow  this  to  dry. 
,  mix  your  red  to  match  the  copy,  and  paint  the  red  parts  ;  taking  great  care  not  to  coyer  those  parts  that 
d  be  left  yellow.    When  this  is  dry  paint  in  the  blue  portion. 

For  shading  the  folds  of  the  flag,  mix  a  little  yellow  and  red  with  blue  to  make  a  neutral  grey.  You 
require  to  use  more  blue  than  red  and  yellow,  and  they  should  be  ipixed  carefully  and  tried  on  a  loose 

before  putting  on  the  flag. 

For  more  advanced  artists  we  recommend'  the  following  waterproof  drawing  inks  :  — Yellow,  Vermilion, 
:t  and  Lltramanne.  These  drawing  inks  are  already  mixed  to  required  shades,  and  very  beautiful  effects 
>e  obtained  with  them  by  the  skilful  artist.    When  they  are  used  the  shading  must  be  done  from  -  the 

iry  Box  of  Colours,  as  explained  above.

Use  different  proportions  of  colours  to  obtain  desired  shades.  Always  have  a  clean  wet  brush  ready  to 
out  any  mistakes  before  the  colour  dnes.      Paint  on  a  sloping  Board. 
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
